Anderson refutes each allegation based on his 
supposed interviews of persons present. Our files do not support 
Anderson's charges except that our files agree with his findings 
regarding the Oslo incident, and we did surveill King 
occasionally and conduct electronic surveillances of his hotel 
rooms occasionally, Anderson concludes "Thus the FBI's attempt 
to besmirch the great civil rights leader, as Dr. King 
himself predicted before his martyrdom, has backfired against 
the FBI.'' 


I Detailed response to each point as revealed by our 

I files set forth in following Details. 

OBSERVATIONS : 

Each item referred to by Anderson is based on an 
incident covered in our files. Anderson deals with each item 
and dismisses it as refuted based on denials of the 
allegations by persons involved with King in each situation who, 
in each instance, deny or explain away the accusation. The 
obvious self-interest in such denials is ignored by Anderson.

DETAILS : 

The 10/9/75, issue of "The Washington Post" carries 
the syndicated column of Jack Anderson and Les Whitten "The 
Washington Merry-Go-Round." This article has an added 
headline "Associates Ask Probe To Clear King's Name." 

The article states that associates of the late 
Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., have asked the authors to 
investigate the FBI's "smear charges" against King and to 
publish the authors' "honest findings." It is stated that 
Dr. King's widow, according to the associates, hopes the 
authors will clear Dr. King's name. 

Anderson Allegation 

The article claims that the FBI, sometime after 1964, 
began leaking stories about Dr. King's alleged sexual exploits 
and his supposed communist ties. The leaks allegedly were 
ordered personally by the late Director Hoover who "had developed 
a fierce hatred" for King. It is stated that Mr. Hoover was 
infuriated when he was advised "in a secret memo from his 
intelligence network" that Dr. King was expected to receive 
the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize. The article states "he was so 
infuriated that he scrawled \toi£s of outrage on the memo 
in blue pencil." 

Bureau Files 


Information regarding Dr. King obtained during the 
course of our investigation of him and the communist influence 
on him was disseminated in the normal course of business to 
appropriate officials and agencies in the Executive Branch, 
e.g. U. S. Attorney General and other Department of Justice 
officials. White House officials and occasionally the President. 
The files do not indicate a "whispering campaign" against King 
was ordered by Mr. Hoover or conducted by the Bureau.

The extent of Mr. Hoover's reactions to Dr. King's 
being nominated for and receiving the 1964 Nobel Peace Prize was

Mr. Hoover noted on the serial "What a farce!" (100-106670-398). 
In another article datelined 10/6/64, it was again reported that 
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on this serial, noted "King could well qualify for the 'top 
alley cat' prize!'" (100-106670-480). Mr. Hoover noted 
"Shameful!" when it was, in fact announced that Dr. King had 
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[There is no indication in the file that Mr. Hoover initiated any 
specific action or intensified investigation as a result of 
iDr. King's receiving the Nobel Peace Prize. 


Anderson Allegation 


The article states that Herbert Jenkins, Atlanta, 
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International Association of Chiefs of Police (IACP), visited 
Director Hoover. Mr. Hoover supposedly "suddenly, out of contexl 
.. .blurted that he had three enemies whom he hated more than 
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anyone else in me woriu," former BuireaU official Quixui T 


former Attorney General Robert F. Kennedy and Dr. King. The 
article continues by stating that the FBI kept Dr. King under 
surveillance and "even bugged his hotel suites." It is 
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"whispering campaign" against King.

of 1/18/65. Memorandum of J. J. Casper to Mr. Mohr dated 
1/19/65, records this interview. Mr. Hoover did discuss at 
lsome length, his displeasure with Quinn Tamm, executive 
'Director of IACP and the manner in which Mr. Tamm was handling 
his functions with the IACP. Mr. Hoover did not describe 
Mr. Tamm as an "enemy." The only reference to former 
Attorney General Robert Kennedy was the statement by Mr. Hoover 
that Mr. Kennedy had attempted to have Mr. Hoover lower the 
standards for FBI Agents as a possible means of increasing the 
number of Negro Agents employed by the Bureau. Mr. Hoover 
explained to Mr. Jenkins that he had told the Attorney General 
that hewrnld not do this and that he would not drop the 
standards of Special Agents as long as he was Director of the 
FBI. The only reference to Mr. King is as follows: 

"Mr. Hoover also discussed with Chief Jenkins his 
meeting with Doctor Martin Luther King. He pointed out that 
while he has only publicly called King a liar, he could have 
told of King's poor morals and communist connections." There 
is no statement of Mr. Hoover's describing anyone as his "enemy" 
or of his making any statements regarding his hating anyone. 

Anderson Allegation 

The statement that the FBI kept Dr. King tinder 
surveillance and "bugged his hotel suites" is not subject to 
dispute. The Bureau did surveill King on occasion and we 
did conduct electronic surveillance of hotel rooms occupied by 
King.

Reverend ABERNATHY, who described himself as Vice President 
at Large and Treasurer of the Southern Christian Leadership 

Conference, stated he was Dr. MARTIN LUTHER KING, JR.'s closest _ 

associate and stated that he and Dr. KING always shared a room — 
whenever they travelled together. He stated that at about 10:30 a.m., 
on April 3, 1968. he and Dr. KING registered at the Lorraine Motel, 
Hephis, Tennessee. 


Reverend ABERNATHY stated that on April 4, 1968, he and Dr. 
KING did not leave the motel and spent cost of the day in their

He stated that he and Dr. KING had been gone from their room for 
Approximately one hour or less when they returned to the room at 
about 5:30 p.m. He said they got dressed as they were going to 
dinner at the home of Reverend BILLY KYLE and that at almost exactly 
6 p.m. they started to leave the room. Reverend ABERNATHY stopped 
for a moment and Dr. KING walked out onto the balcony just outside 
the door to his room. Reverend AEIFNATKY was still Inside the 
motel room but could hear Dr. KING discussing the dinner engagement 
with other associates who Reverend ABERNATHY believes were standing 
In the parking area of the motel underneath and to the front of the 
balcony on which Dr. KING was standing. 


Reverend AEERNATHY stated he heard what sounded like a fire¬ 
cracker and then heard the screams of persons to whom Dr. KING had 
been talking. Reverend ABERNATHY went then to the balcony and dis¬ 
covered Dr. KING lying there wounded in the right side of the face 
and neck. He said he believed Dr. KING attempted to speak to him 
but was unable to do so; Reverend ABERNATHY said he instructed 
someone to call an ambulance and then accompanied Dr. KING in the 
ambulance to the hospital where Dr. KING subsequently died. 
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Reverecd ABERNATHY stated that judging from the sound 
Of the noise it appeared that the shot came from directly in 
front of the door and not from any great distance. He stated 
be did not observe anything that would indicate who fired the 
Shot. Reverend ABERNATHY also stated that while they were in 
the motel room Dr. KING did not, to his knowledge, receive any 
telephone calls of a threatening nature or calls from persons 
Who would not Identify themselves. Reverend ABERNATHY said 
Dr. KING had not feared that any particular persons might 
harm him and Reverend ABERNATHY was unable to suggest any 
Suspects or to provide any other information which might 
lisslst in identifying Dr. KING'S killer.

I am shocked by the resolution of the Senate to honor Martin 
Luther King, and make a Rational Holiday of his birthday. The 
FBI records show that Mr. King was a professional agitator who 
deliberately increased racial strife injuring both negroes and 
white people. He used known Communist agents as his closest 
advisors, including his secretary, Bayard Fustin (an identified 
Communist), and he raised large amounts of money for the Communist 
Party. 

I oppose this proposal and would like to know what stand you have 
taken on*it. Thank you. 
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Nick Horrock, reporter, "New York Times”, 
Washington, D. C., contacted my office this date to 
advice that the "New-jYork Times' would publish a story 
about Martin Luther"King and the Bureau's COINTELPRO in 
their Sunday papET" 3/9/75. 
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He advised that they had information that in the 
fall of 1963, the Bureau had a national security electronic 
surveillance approved by President Kennedy on Martin Luther 
King's room at the Willard Hotel in Washington, D. C., and 
that this electronic surveillance produced information of an 
embarrassing nature concerning King. He further advised that 
in the fall of 1964, King was critical of former Director 
J. Edgar Hoover for having too many southernAgents in the 
south investigating civil rights cases and this criticism 
upset Hoover. He said Hoover had the Bureau Laboratory make 
a copy of the above tape on King in a way that it could not // 
be traced and that Hoover sent a Division 5 Agent to Tampa, * '> 
Florida, with this tape in an unmarked package and that the 
Agent mailed this tape from Tampa, Florida, to Mrs. King in 
Atlanta, Georgia. He advised that the "Times" has spoken to 
Mrs. King and she acknowledged receiving this tape.

In 1964, after King had received the Nobel Peace 
Prize and a banquet was held in Atlanta to honor him. Hoover 
sent an Agent from Washington to speak to businessmen in 
Atlanta urging them not to attend. 

Hoover had Division 5 prepare a monograph on King’s 
personnal life, and furnished copies to White House Officials, 
Department of Justice Officials and other Government Officials. 
When former President Kennedy saw this monograph he ordered 
them all to be destroyed. 

A former Bureau Agent in Atlanta has furnished infor¬ 
mation that he was ordered to obtain handwriting specimens on 
Andrew Young and Hosea Williams when they were employed by the 
Southern Christian Leadership Council, so that the Bureau's 
Laboratory forgery unit could make forged documents on these 
two men. 


Horrock stated that he has checked the Federal 
Communication Laws (FCC) in 1968, and that it is his under¬ 
standing that it is a federal violation to furnish information 
obtained from a wiretap to a third party. He advised he desired 
to obtain a statement from the Bureau by late today confirming 
or denying the above actions and whether Mr. Kelley feels there 
has been violations of a criminal nature involved in the 
handling of this type of information.

Page E861. Congresswoman Patricia Schroeder (D-Colorado) 
introduced for herself and other Members H. R. 4249, to amend title 5, 

United States Code, to guarantee to each employee in the competitive 
service who has completed the probationary or trial period, the right to 
a hearing, a hearing transcript, and all relevant evidence prior to a 
final decision of an agency to take certain action against such an employee. 

Mrs. Schroeder advised that the purpose of this measure "is to guarantee 
all employees in the competitive service a prompt evidentiary hearing 
by an impartial individual prior to the time that removal or suspension 

without pay is effective.-As long as Congress continues in its 

inaction, Federal employees will not be protected against arbitrary and 
capricious dismissal for speaking out. The public interest and pocketbook 
are badly served by stifling creative criticism from employees of our 
Government. ” A copy of this bill will be obtained. 

Page E865. Congressman Joe L. Evins (D-Tennessee) extended 
his remarks concerning reports of alleged domestic spying activities by 
the CIA. He stated, "Recently Mr. William Colby, Director of the CIA, 
testified before a House Appropriations Subcommittee concerning domestic 
spying and wiretapping. He amended an earlier report filed with the 
committee to change certain figures with respect to the number of telephone 
taps, files on public officials, and break-ins. The Nashville Tennessean in a 
recent editorial emphasized the dangers inherent in CIA activities in this Nation 
which exceed its statutory authority. " The editorial is set forth in the Record.

DeLoach advised that he indicated to Kessler that he is 
sick and tired of false allegations that are being made regarding the 
Bureau and the late Director Hoover and there certainly must be better 
things the news media can do than to pursue malicious rumors that 
have no basis in fact. 



DeLoach indicated that he acknowledged to Kessler that there 
had been tapes on Martin Luther King. He refused to divulge the con- 
tents of the tapes and advised Kessler in no uncertain terms that these 
tapes had never been played for anyone outside of the FBI and that 
included newsmen and other Government officials. Along this line of 
questioning, Kessler asked about "pornographic photographs" that the 
Bureau allegedly had of King which had been offered to newsmen. 

DeLoach advised Kessler that we never had any photographs of this 
sort involving King and that if such photographs had existed, he 
would have known about them. 
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With regard to the subject of "secret files" in the late 
Director Hoover's office, DeLoach advised Kessler that in the interest 
of security, information that might have come to the attention of the 
Bureau concerning individuals of prominence was maintained in the 
Director's Office to preclude it being seen and the possible subject 
of discussion by young, inexperienced and cur ious file.clerks. DeLoach 
cited, for example, the inves tigative file on in 

connection with his application for the position of Special 

Agent, DeLoach advised Kessler that the investigation was highly

Barron advised that a few years ago one Robert Sherrill, at a 
seminar on the FBI, alleged tliat the late Director Hoover had the editors of 
Reader’s Digest into his office and that he (Hoover) had played &Ipes for these 
editors which reflected bedroom conversations of Martin LutherKing. 



Barron said that it was a fact that he and several other Reader’s 
Digest officials had visited Mr. Hoover's office as Sherrill had alleged for 
the purpose of discussing doing'a bock on the FBI's civil rights activities in 
the south, a project which was later undertaken by Don Whitehead entitled 
"Attack on Terror." Barron advised th at the o ily mention made of Martin 
Luther King on that occasion was regarding King’s viciVto Mr. Hoover’s 
ioffice in connection with which Hoover had indicated that he had refused to be 
"photographed with King." Barron said there was no mention of tapes, immor

It is noted that Robert Sherrill, a journalist who has a reputation 
for muckraking, in his paper "The Selling of the FBI," which he read at the 
Princeton conference sponsored by the Committee For Public Justice in 
October, 1971, alleged that "During the period when Hoover was leaking infor¬ 
mation about the Martin Luther King hotel ruom tapes, a group of Reader’s 
Digest editors visited him in Washington and he entertained them not only with 
a rendition of the hotel tapes but also with tapes of Mrs. King’s reaction. 

(The FBI, which h*d sent her a copy of the tapes, was apparently able to 
record the reaction via a bug.)" "The Washington Evening Star" reported this 
allegation cf Sherrill’s in an article by Jeremiah O'Leary in the 10/30/71 issue 
of that newspaper. The article convincingly concluded that the Sherrill "story" 
could not be substantiated, citing 1) Sherrill’s refusal to identify his source, 

2) the FBI's'denial that any of the King tapes were played for "Digest" editors, 

3) a statement by a Reader’s Digestfpekesman that the charges were "wholly 
false" and 4) a statement by a spokesman for Mrs. King in Atlanta that she 
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"has no knowledge of these tapes” and knows only of alleged tapes concerning 
her late husband through newspaper accounts concerning them. 

Consistent with the paper he submitted, Sherrill went on to make 
a number of equally erroneous but less spectacular charges against the FBI, 
the sum total of which was that in \ . the most successful job of salesmanship 
in the history of Western bureaucracy, ” FBI public relations had created the 
Director as the ’’Perfect Image” in the mind of "mon-and-Dad” America.

our files pertaining to the subject of the inquiry. The reve¬ 
lation that such information does or does not appear in an 
investigatory file could interfere with the ability of the 
PBI to carry out its investigative functions by possibly 
indicating the nature of an investigation or the names of 
informants or subjects.
